R esidents can 

now go the extra 
mile to help 
make Hackney 
cleaner and greener 
following a massive 
expansion of recycling to 
include Tetra Paks and 
nearly all plastic 
materials. 

In response to public 
demand, the Council has 
further improved its 


Hackney 


borough-wide recycling 
service to deal with 
empty milk and fruit 
juice Tetra Pak cartons, 
as well as margarine and 
ice cream tubs, plastic 
bags and yoghurt pots. 

From October, 
householders, whether 
they live in street 
properties or estates, will 
be able to recycle all 
these items. 

This will also save 
money because the cost 
of processing landfill 
waste is more expensive 
than recycling. The 


expansion of this service, 
can be achieved without 
costing Council Tax 
payers a penny more, as 
all extra funds will be 
met by Hackney’s 
existing recycling budget. 

Every street level 
property in the borough 
has a weekly Green Box 
(dry recyclables) and 
Blue Bin (food waste) 
collection. Over 16,000 
street level properties 
also have a Brown Bin 
service (garden waste). 
And all estates and high- 
rise properties in 


Hackney have a nearby 
recycling bank. 

Cllr Alan Laing, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: 
“Residents told us they 
wanted to be able to 
recycle more of their 
plastics, and now’s their 
chance. 

“Hackney is already 
recycling a fair amount 
of its rubbish. But there’s 
still a lot of waste 
heading for black bins, 
which could be recycled. 
Recycling not only saves 
rubbish from rotting in 


landfill, but it’s also a 
cheaper and more 
efficient way of dealing 
with waste, so residents 
who recycle are also 
helping the Council run 
the borough more 
efficiently.” 

Hackney was one of 
the first councils to 
introduce compulsory 
recycling for street level 
properties and to sign-up 
to the 10:10 commitment 
to reduce C02 emissions. 
Currently, almost a 
quarter of Hackney’s 
waste is being recycled.

WHEN I ask residents about 
how we can continue to 
improve the services run by the 
Council, an issue that comes 
up regularly is how we can 
widen the range of materials 
that can be recycled, 
specifically increasing the 
range of plastics, including 
Tetra Pak cartons. 



It was important for us not to introduce this until there was 
more British-based recycling companies that had sufficient 
capacity to process plastic, otherwise too much of it had to 
go abroad. But now that problem has been solved, and we 
are able to significantly increase the Council’s recycling 
service for everyone in the borough whether you live in a 
high-rise block or a street property.

DURING the Olympic and 
Paralympic Games in 2012 
the eyes of the world will be 
on Hackney.

Benefits fraudster jailed 

A BENEFITS cheat has been jailed after pleading guilty to a 
£2,500 fraud. 

Gary McIntyre, 32, of Upper Clapton, failed to inform the 
Council and the Department for Work and Pensions that he 
was paid for work between September 2007 and January 
2008 while still on benefits. Consequentially, he was 
overpaid in housing benefit by £1 ,305, Council Tax benefit 
by £264 and Job Seekers Allowance by £1 ,006. 

McIntyre was sentenced at Thames Magistrates Court on 2 
September to two months imprisonment. 

Cllr Samantha Lloyd, Cabinet Member for Finance, said: 
“The Council will not tolerate benefits cheats, and will not 
hesitate to pursue them through the courts.”

Back to life 

LANDLORDS, developers 
and residents are being 
urged to highlight empty 
buildings in Hackney so the 
Council can bring vacant 
homes back into use. 

The call is part of a drive to 
increase the number of 
decent homes in the 
borough. In 2008, empty 
properties were turned into 
1 6 new flats, and the aim is to improve on that this year. 
Unused properties can invite dumped rubbish, or cause 
damp to neighbouring buildings through leaking roofs or 
gutters, and the Council can take enforcement action 
against landlords who consistently refuse to remedy this. 
Landlords wanting to return empty homes to use can apply 
for grant funding while owners, developers, estate agents 
and residents can also find out available options.

Nasty neighbours locked out 

A NUISANCE household has been shut down thanks to new 
powers to tackle anti-social behaviour. 

For the first time, the Council has been able to grant police a 
Premises Closure Order, ending persistent anti-social 
behaviour, blighting the lives of residents at Lucan House on 
Colville Estate, Nl .The order was granted at Thames 
Magistrate’s court on 4 September. Under the order, anyone 
trying to get into the property will be committing a criminal 
offence. Newlon Housing Association has also begun legal 
proceedings to repossess the property. 

In a witness statement, one resident said: “The actions of 
the perpetrator and their associates have been completely 
unacceptable and caused my family considerable loss of 
sleep and stress.” 

Cllr Alan Laing, Cabinet Member for Neighbourhoods, said: 
“This is a real win for us and for residents of Lucan House. 
No resident should have to live in fear because a few people 
are bent on creating an intolerable nuisance.”

ersonal pasts 


H ackney is 
changing. 
Whether it’s 
the 2012 

Olympic Park or the 
redevelopment in 
Dalston, everywhere 
you look something 
new seems to be 
happening. 

But the borough is 
used to changing and 
evolving. In the 19th 
century when London was 
expanding at a rapid 
pace, Hackney was 
catapulted from a 
collection of small 
villages into part of a 
massive conurbation. 

You can get an idea 
of those changes from 
population figures and 
maps, but for a close 
view you need to turn 
to local people. John 


Robert Daniel-Tyssen, 
steward of the Manor of 
Hackney from 1829 to 
1852, collected lots of 
manuscripts and books 
about Hackney’s past. His 
collection formed the basis 
for the borough's present 
archive and local studies 
library. He is also thought 
to have commissioned local 
artists to make a record of 
buildings and scenes that he 
knew were shortly to 
disappear. 

There is a long 
tradition in 
Hackney of 
people 
observing 
and 

recording 
their area. 

Alfred 

Braddock, an 
amateur 
photographer, 
took pictures 
of the area 
in the late 


19th century. He ran a local 
stationer’s shop where he 
also sold his prints. 

The most notable 
‘observer’ was Florence 
Bagust. In the 1870s, when 
she was a young child, her 
family moved to Clapton. 
As far as we know she lived 
there for the rest of her life 
and collected as much 
information about Clapton 
as she could, to fill nine 
volumes.

Sweeter 
than San 
Francisco

W HAT would 

bring Hackney’s 
very own Willy 
Wonka to the 

borough? 

“People kind of look at 
me in a strange way when I 
tell them that we moved 
here from San Francisco. 
But there are surprisingly a 
lot of similarities between 
the two places. 

“There’s a kind of 
renegade, creative energy, 
it’s artistic, and there’s a lot 
of diversity, and different 
cultures, there’s an edginess 
to it, it’s comfortable and 
it’s progressive.” 

So explains US-born 
chocolatier Anthony 
Ferguson, who has been 
living in Stoke Newington 
with his English wife Susan, 
and their baby son Nikolas 
Bahari, since last 
December. 

The family decided to 
move to England because it 
was becoming increasingly 
difficult to make a living in 
the US. Anthony had been 
running his own chocolate- 
making business since 
2003, but after Nikolas 


was born in 2008, it wasn’t 
making enough money to 
support the whole family 
and Susan was struggling 
to find a job in the charity 
sector. 

Susan now works for 
Cancer Research UK, and 
Anthony divides his time 
between caring for Nikolas 
and creating chocolates in 
their kitchen. But he wasn’t 
always a chocolatier. 

Born in Flint, Michigan, 
in 1965, he studied 
electrical engineering and 
worked for big companies 
including General Electric 
and General Motors and 
then for a large computer 
manufacturer in 
California’s Silicon Valley 
for nearly 10 years before 
being made redundant in 
2001. He rented an 
apartment in Barcelona for 
a month while he ‘decided 
what to do with the rest of 
(his) life’ and thought he 
would import fine 
European chocolate into 
America. 

But once he was back 
home, he changed his mind. 
He said: “I wanted to do 
something that was unique 
and personal and that’s 
hard to do when you are 
selling someone else’s 
products.” 


So he took a two-week 
intensive chocolate-making 
course at the University of 
California - learning the 
science behind the sweets - 
and set up his own 
company in September 
2003. Business grew 
steadily - mainly by word 
of mouth after people had

whereas US laws meant he 
had to hire industrial 
kitchens. 

Also he has moved to 
using organic ingredients. 

“In San Francisco my 
products were designed to 
have a long shelf-life. But 
since coming here I’ve gone 
organic - because of 
Nikolas. I want to have a 
positive effect on the world 
in which we live. Now I 
use fresh herbs from our 
garden and buy organic 
ingredients from local 
shops, so I feel I’m able to 
do that here in Hackney.” 

Anthony is the latest of 
five local companies to be 
supported by Growing 


Communities, which runs 
Stoke Newington 
Farmers’ Market. The 
not-for-profit 
organisation helps them 
set up and develop their 
businesses, sell their goods 
at the market, and 
promote sustainable food 
production.

Box to stop her recycling blowing away. Where 
can I get one of these? 


A: The net you have seen is 
provided by the Council.

TWO striking pieces of work are on display at 
Rivington Place, making full use of an 
excellent space. NS Harsha’s Nations is a 
vibrant, colourful installation of 1 92 sewing 
machines, each with the flag of a United 
Nations country. 

A mass of coloured thread bind the machines 
together, hinting at the complexity and 
strengths of international relations. With a 
clear view through a glass wall, the striking 
project draws second glances from passers 
by. It will be lit at night for part of the exhibition. 
Upstairs, artist Shiraz Bayjoo is running a 
temporary factory that will create a giant 
communal flag to fill the gallery space. Local 


schools have played a major part in this 
project, but members of the public are also 
invited to drop in and join the workforce for 
sewing and conversation. 

In stark contrast to this colourful industry, 
Chen Chieh-jen’s half-hour film, Factory, is a 
silent work in muted colours that focuses on a 
group of textile workers who return to their 
derelict Taiwan factory seven years after it 
closed. The women pose, still and silent, 
holding up garments among a rubble of 
upturned chairs, which later in the film, the 
begin to set right and clean. 

This moving piece demonstrates the fate of 
unemployed workers, left to linger in the 
same place when the industry moved on.

GENERATIONS of old 
schoolmasters would have 
waved their mortarboards 
in dismay when pupils 
sneezed into their sleeves. 

But during a visit from 
Ed Balls, Secretary of State 
for Children, Schools and 
Families, Tyssen pupils 
learnt an effective way to 
limit the spread of 
infections such as swine 
flu: aim for the arms rather 
than hands.

Country classic

I T may be hard to 
imagine now, looking 
at the modern urban 
landscape, but one of 
the great classics of 
children’s literature was 
inspired by a young girl’s 
experiences growing up in 
Dalston and Stoke 
Newington. 

Black Beauty’ author 
Anna Sewell’s family 
moved to Hackney from 
Norfolk in the 1820s so 
er father Isaac could find 
ork in the drapery trade. 
Her mother Mary, was 
from a 
staunch 

Quaker Ejg, 
family and 


a prolific author, whose 
writings reflected her 
practical Christian 
attitudes. 

It was whilst living at 12 
Park (now Parkholme) 
Road, Dalston, that Mary 
Wright Sewell's first book 
‘Walks With Mama, or, 
Stories In Words Of One 
Syllable’ was published in 
1 824. The walks and their 
accompanying 
conversations, taken with a 
fictional child named Anne, 
must surely have resembled 
those excursions made by 
Mary and her young 
daughter around the then 
rural Dalston area. The 
book's constant message 
against cruelty to animals 
was later to be 
brought to 

0 „ fruition by the 

adult Anna in 
; her only work, 

‘Black Beauty’, 

1 with such force 


that it significantly changed 
attitudes towards equine 
welfare on both sides of the 
Atlantic. In 1832, the 
family moved to Palatine 
Cottage, in Stoke 
Newington, which Isaac 
converted from the former 
stable and coach house of 
Palatine House. With their 
new home went the use of 
extensive grounds together 
with a four acre meadow. 
One visitor described the 
Sewell’s new home as ‘a 
delightful spot where ... I 
am happier than in any 
other place and with any 
other society.’ 

It was here that an 
accident occurred that was 
to shape the rest of Anna’s 
life. In 1834, aged 14, 
rushing home from school 
to escape a sudden rain 
storm, Anna fell badly and 
seriously damaged both her 
ankles. The injuries never 
properly healed and, 
combined with other health 
problems which may have 


been caused by Lupus, 
Anna gradually became 
housebound. Black Beauty 
himself also suffered from 
broken knees, and like 
Anna spent his life moving 
from one home to another. 

In 1 835, the family left 
Stoke Newington for 5 
Down Cottages near 
Shacklewell Green, today 
part of Rectory Road, but 
the next year they moved to 
Brighton and then back to 
Norfolk, where Anna’s life 
became confined to the sofa 
and she composed her 
‘autobiography of a horse’, 
often dictating to Mary 
who later used her own 
contacts to get the unusual 
novel published. 

Mary tended lovingly to 
her daughter until Anna's 
death in 1878, aged 58, 
only five months after the 
publication of 'Black 
Beauty'. Losing her beloved 
husband only months after 
her daughter, Mary herself 
lived on until 1884.

THIS is the latest in a series of regular recipes courtesy of Water House - an 
eco-friendly restaurant alongside the Regent’s Canal in Shoreditch. 

Head Chef Ben Spice tells us about the perfect slow Sunday roast - it takes 
time, but it’s worth the wait. 

Get some local vegetables and well cared for meat. In the restaurant, for gravy 
stock, we use the bones from the mutton, roast them off and put them in a pan 
with roasted onions, carrots, celery, leek and garlic, cover with cold water 
bring to the boil and then simmer for 16-24 hrs to create a fabulous meat 
stock. You can get bones from your butcher if you would like to do this. 

For the roast potatoes use King Edwards, Maris Piper, Lovers, Desiree or any 
floury potato.

Ingredients 

• For the roast: mutton shoulder or beef shin 

• 4-6 cloves garlic 

• 3-4 onions peeled and quartered 

• Fresh herbs 

• Red wine 

• For the Yorkshire puddings: strong white 
bread flour, eggs, and milk (equal quantities) 

• Vegetables: potatoes - peeled and chopped 
to desired size 

• Greens and carrots 

Method 

• Meat (night before): Brown mutton 
shoulder slightly in a hot pan, roast 
onions in a hot oven with fat from meat. 
Once very brown put meat into a deep 
roasting tin with 3-4 sprigs of 
rosemary/thyme/lavender & the garlic 
cloves (not peeled). Place in hot oven and 
immediately turn down to 70-80 
degrees. Leave for about 2hrs then add 
meat stock and red wine. This will now 


need about 20 hrs if your oven is at 70-80 
degrees turning a couple of times 

• Veg (on the day): put potatoes in salted water 
and simmer for 1 5 mins. Strain and allow 
steam to escape and let them dry out and 
cool. Place in a roasting tray with some duck 
fat or clarified butter, toss to create a rough 
edge that with make them crispy 

• Carrots should be scrubbed, clean cut, large 
and then browned slightly before roasting in 
clarified butter 

• Sweat the greens as this allows the veg to 
cook in its own liquid 

• Use equal volumes of strong white bread flour, 
eggs, and milk, and pinch of salt - mix very 
well. Cook in a deep muffin tray and make 
sure fat ( ideally duck fat/beef) is very hot, 
about 200 degrees (do be careful), pour the 
mixture carefully into hot fat. Put back in the 
oven and immediately turn oven down to 1 90. 
Leave until golden brown. 

• Gravy (on the day): Use stock from mutton. 
Skim off the fat. Make a roux using some of 
the fat and white flour. Add juices - whisking 
to beat out lumps.

He believes the service is 
important because it cares 
for those people who die 
without any friends or 
relatives to sort out their 
funeral arrangements. If 
loved ones of the deceased 
can be traced, it can offer 
them support too. 

He says: “We’re dealing 
with people who need help. 
If you have lost a friend or 
relative, there are lots of 
procedures to go through 
that not everyone knows 
about and if we can help 
people through that difficult 
time, it’s very rewarding.”

F someone dies in the 
borough and no 
relatives or friends can 
be found, then the case 
is referred to the Council’s 
Bereavement Service. 

John Leader employs two 
officers who visit a home 
where a person has been 
reported dead and try to 
trace friends or relatives. 

They will also make an 
inventory of the deceased 
person’s property and put it 
into storage until someone 
is found who can claim it. 

On one occasion this 
included £60,000 in used 
five-pound notes, hidden 
under a mattress. “I’ve

never seen so much money 
in my life,” said John. 

Finds such as these are 
paid into the Treasury until 
they are claimed by 
relatives - unless none come 
forward. 

If no relatives are found 
to pay for a funeral, the 
Council arranges it - this 
has to be done quickly as 
some faiths, such as Islam 
and Judaism, bury their 
dead within set days of 
death. 

“Most of the deceased 
are older people who have 
drifted away from their 
families,” said John. 

“The service is a safety 
net, to make sure that 
people get a decent end to 
their life. Sadly, a lot of 
people end up alone, and 
we try to look after them.”
